REPORT  FOR  1932. 


The  Committee  has  pleasure  in  reporting  the  continuance 
of  satisfactory  progress  during  the  year  1982. 

There  lias  been  an  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  on 
Maintenance  Account  of  £170  Os.  8d.,  and  a  debit  balance 
of  £192  6s.  Od.  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  has  been 
converted  into  a  credit  balance  of  £39  18s.  9d. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  is  practically  the  same  as 
last  year.  The  aggregate  number  of  patients’  days  spent  in 
Hospital  has  been  somewhat  less  than  the  preceding  year, 
the  average  number  of  days  spent  by  each  patient  being 
14i  as  compared  with  154  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  receipts  from  patients  in  private  wards  have  increased 
from  £236  5s  6d.  to  £262  11s.  3d.  and  from  patients  in 
ordinary  wards  have  decreased  from  £105  10s.  6d.  to 
£43  8s.  Od.  The  amount  received  from  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary  Contribution  Scheme  is  slightly  down,  £864  9s.  Id. 
as  compared  with  £883  Is.  lOd. 

One  item  in  the  income  of  the  year  will  not  recur,  namely, 
the  bonus  received  on  the  conversion  of  the  5  per  cent.  War 
Stock  held  in  connection  with  the  Percy  Smith,  Lady 
Wantage  and  Charles  Frogley  Trusts,  the  amount  being 
£36  6s.  lOd.  The  reduction  of  income  from  these  Trusts 
which  will  amount  to  about  £80  a  year  points  to  the 
importance  of  increasing  the  number  of  annual  subscribers. 
It  cannot  be  too  much  emphasised  that  the  most  satisfact¬ 
ory  basis  of  a  hospital’s  income  is  the  existence  of  a  large 
number  of  annual  subscribers.  The  present  amount  received 
under  this  heading  has  risen  slightly  during  the  year  from 
£173  Os.  6d.  to  £  177  4s.  Od.  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
source  of  income  will  be  augmented  during  the  coming 
year. 


The  debt  on  the  Building  Fund  has  been  reduced  by 
£28  7s.  3d.  though  it  still  remains  at  the  figure  of 

£1150  9s.  Id. 


Some  discussion  has  occurred  during  the  year  as  to  the 
advisability  of  having  resort  to  the  sale  of  part  of  the 
Hospital’s  endowments  for  the  purpose  of  wiping  out  this 
debt,  but  after  a  strong  feeling  had  been  expressed  that  this 
debt  could  be  reduced  and  finally  paid  off  by  local  effort 
within  a  reasonable  time  it  was  decided  to  defer  a  decision 
for  12  months.  It  will  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Hospital 
is  indebted  to  our  President  and  to  the  Executors  of  Sir 
Mortimer  Singer,  k.b.e.  for  the  guarantees  at  the  Bank 
necessary  to  allow  of  the  continued  existence  of  this  debt. 

The  Committee  greatly  regret  the  loss  of  Dr.  A.  C.  Birt 
from  the  Medical  Staff,  Dr.  Birt  having  left  the  town  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Dr.  Birt  has  been  closely  associated 
with  the  Hospital  for  a  period  of  nearly  27  years,  and  his 
interest  in  the  Hospital  and  the  advice  which  he  rendered 
at  the  time  when  the  new  Hospital  was  being  built  are 
gratefully  remembered. 

The  Committee  also  regret  that  they  are  no  longer  to  be 
assisted  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Belcher  in  the  position  of  Honorary 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Belcher  having  announced  his  intention  of 
retiring.  Mr.  Belcher  has  been  Honorary  Treasurer  since 
the  1st  January,  1917  and  the  Committee  are  exceedingly 
grateful  to  him  for  his  efficient  and  invaluable  services. 

The  warm  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  Mrs. 
Cottrell  and  her  Committee  who  organised  the  Hospital 
Ball  again,  to  Mrs.  Squires  who  promoted  a  successful 
Tennis  Tournament,  to  Miss  Adkin  who  once  more  organised 
a  collection  on  Queen  Alexandra  Rose  Day  and  to  the  Matron, 
Miss  Pike,  for  her  work  in  connection  with  her  Pound  Day. 
Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Guild  of  King  Alfred 
Players  for  their  useful  contribution  to  the  Hospital  Fund, 
to  Mr.  W.  Wilson  for  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  September 
Fair,  to  Mrs.  Legge  and  those  who  promoted  an  entertain¬ 
ment  at  Childrey  and  to  Sister  Bygrave  for  her  silver  paper 
collection. 
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The  Committee  also  wish  to  express  their  grateful  thanks 
to  the  various  individuals,  Societies  and  Organisations,  from 
whom  donations  or  gifts  of  fruit  and  vegetables  were  re¬ 
ceived,  and  to  those  who  so  disinterestedly  gave  their  time 
and  energy  in  organising  collections  and  entertainments,  and 
to  the  Kingstone  Lisle  Band  for  their  continued  support. 

A  special  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Matron  not  only 
for  her  careful  control  of  household  expenditure  and  for 
her  never  ending  zeal  and  energy  in  promoting  the  financial 
and  general  interest  of  the  Hospital,  but  also  for  the  special 
collection  she  promoted,  whereby  a  new  surgical  table  has 
been  purchased  for  the  Hospital. 

Their  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Nurses,  the  Medical 
Staff,  the  Ladies  Needlework  Guild,  the  Clergy  and 
Ministers  of  the  District,  the  Honorary  Secretary,  the  Hon¬ 
orary  Treasurer  and  the  Honorary  Auditor  and  the  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  the  Collectors  under  the  Badcliffe  Infirmary 
Contributions  Scheme.
